the most dram atic real life in­ 
cidents any Hollywood director 
would have spent thousands to 
record on film. 
Lt. Feagin 
who 
could only 
bring one w heel of his plane’s 
landing gear dow n w as literally 
"talked in” via telephone by the 
chief test 
pilot 
of the North 
A m erican A viation Company in 
Inglewood, m ore than 100 miles 
distant, whose instructions 
on 
how to disengage the other wheel 
for a safe landing was relayed 
from the control tow er by short 
wave radio to th e pilot. 
DOOR STICKS 
Lt. Feagin w ho is test pilot for 
the 5th OTU, had just received 
instructions to enter the flight 
pattern preparatory to landing. 
However, in letting his landing 
gears down, one wheel refused 
to budge from its position. 
The 
fairing door which closes over 
the wheel in its folded position 
under the w ing was stuck. The 
pilot who has had m ore than 200 
hours of com bat flying in North 
Africa, tried everything he knew 
to disengage the wheel. For more 
than an hour, he circled the field 
talking to the tow er and putting 
his plane through 
all sorts of 
acrobatics in an effort to right 
his landing gear, and all of the 
tim e his gasoline 
supply was 
dw indling. 
Present on the field by just 
m ere luck, w as a representative 
of the N orth A m erican Aviation 
Co. O.btaining perm ission to as­ 
cend the control tow er, he called 
the chief test pilot of his com­ 
pany. The long distance telephone 
call com pleted w ith alacrity, the 
real dram a began. Holding the 
telephone w ith one hand, 
this 
unknow n representative of

aviation com pany repeated into 
a m icrophone 
the 
instructions 
being given to him by the chief 
test pilot; but to no avail. 
GAS SUPPLY LOW 
Conferences w ere held betw een 
various officers who evaluated the 
situation from every angle, and

m ake next. By this tim e, the gas 
supply was really low, and some 
discussion w ith the pilot about 
a belly landing took place. H ow­ 
ever, this w as 
decided against 
because w hile one landing gear 
was down, it would m ake such 
a landing extrem ely dangerous. 
At last cam e the decision that the 
pilot would fly his ship to the 
extrem e end 
of the field and

Six years ago, S/Sgt. M adam­ 
ba joined the King Charney staff 
at the Lone Palm, and is now 
looking forward to a visit w ith 
his form er em ployer at Malibou 
Beach this week. 
Two and a half years ago he 
reported for duty w ith the Army 
A ir Forces and after a special 
training at arm y gunnery and 
arm am ent schools w ent overseas 
as first arm orer and gunner on 
a B-24 L iberator w ith the 8th 
A ir Force. 
Based in 
Norwich, 
England, 
he participated in air attacks on 
factories a t Frankfurt, Kiel, Go­

pro­ 
gram of local road construction 
in California w ill start as soon 
as w ar restrictions of use of m a­ 
terials is lifted, State H ighw ay 
E ngineer George T. McCoy said 
yesterday in Sacram ento. 
The program is authorized by­ 
state appropriations totaling $12.­ 
000,000 
signed 
W ednesday by 
Gov. E arl W arren and by federal 
authorization of over $13,000,000 
for spending on secondary roads. 
McCoy said the program is u n ­ 
precedented in th at state money 
has not previously been allow ed 
for local roads. Also, federal aid 
funds usually have been used on 
secondary state highways. 
The money, 
under the state 
bills, is divided among the coun­ 
ties one-third on basis of area, 
one-third on basis of ru ral popu­ 
lation and one-third on the basis 
of m ileage of post roads w ithin 
each county. 
McCoy emphasized th at the fed­ 
eral funds only have been "au th ­ 
orized" and a congressional a p ­ 
propriation for each of the three 
years m ust be made.
